Origin:  A  stone  was  set  at  this  corner  in  February  of  1913  by  the  Monroe  County  Surveyor,  C.R.  Whitaker  (Monroe  County  Survey  Book  3,  page 
18,  index  letter  B). 

History:  The  stone  is  shown  as  10  feet  east  of  this  corner  on  a  circa  1991  survey  by  Raymond  Graham  on  file  in  the  Auditor's  Office.  A  %”  outside 
diameter  iron  pipe  of  unknown  origin  (presumably  from  the  Graham  survey)  was  found  9.8  feet  west  of  the  stone  in  the  intersection  of  a  west  and 
south  woven  wire  fence.
